can stand much heat under these con- 
ditions. 

Grain traders were talking about 
the deficient reserves of moisture in 
the subsoil long before the heat wave 
started. Even the most conservative 
were inclined to believe in the pos- 
sibility of sensational losses. 

BETTER OFF IN IOWA. 

In illinois, Iowa and Indiana the 
corn crop Has been doing splendidly. 
Thete was, however, an absence of 
hot winds. High winds under such 
temperatures as have recently pre- 
vailed would have had a blasting ef- 
fect on the growing corn in exposed 
localities or at critical stages of the 
growth. 

Reports from points in Indiana and 
Tilinocis today said that the corn ts 
fully ten days ahead of last year 
and never was so clean and in such 
good, healthy condition. The reports 
further stated that the plant could 
have stood the severe punishment by 
heat for a week or two without #e- 
rious damage. 

Some of the reports from Illinois 
held out? some hope for the oats crop 
also. One message sald that the 
change in the weather would better 
the oats crop twenty per cent. The 
reports from some sections are turn- 
ing out better than expected. 

WHEAT DOING WELL. 

Crop experts, nt. to Iowa to ob- 
serve the effect of the heat on the 
‘eorn érop, report the plant in good 


eral days of high temperatures. 

Aecording to the North Daketa 
State crop report the unfavorable re- 
ports on spring wheat have been com- 
‘ing out of the southern tier of coun- 
ties, and seme gections report .4 
more spotted condition than is con- 
sistent with a record crop which was 
at one time indicated. 

The report says that the corn crop 
is holding its own and the rapid 
growth of all grains indicates a har- 
vest from ten days to 
earlier than last year.

suiting from the application by the 


to the Sherman law,” he said, “can 
find but little to justify the tdea that 
ithe Sherman law has been made in- 
effective by those two decisions, for 
precisely the contrary is established 
by these two great judgments. . The 
most cursory examination of the deé- 
cree s the tobacco case, the most 
casual consideration of the drastic 
and far-reaching remedy imposed, 
makes it apparent that the Sherman 
law, perhaps, for the first time, has 
been demonstrated to be an actual 
effective weapon to the accomplish- 
ment of\the purpose for which it Was 
primarily enacted, namely, the @e- 
struction of the great combinations 
familiarly known as trusts. 
AREA OF UNCERTAINTY. 

“The area of uncertainty in the law 

has aa greatly narrowed and its 


scope and effect have been pretty 
clearly defined. The school of Iit- 
eral interpretation has been repudi- 
ated and the .application of the rule 
of reason constructively declared. 
There always will be a field of un- 
certain in so far as an indication of 
facts is required, particularly when 
intent omes a necessary considera- 
tion, but this much surely May now 
be said to be beyond controversy: 
“That ordinary agreements, pur- 
chase, and sale, of partnership, or of 
corporation, do not violate the first 
section the Sherman act even 
though incidentally and to a limited 
degree they may operate to restrain 
competition in interstate or foreign 
commerce between the parties to such 
agreements.

A Rebuff for Technicality. 


The case of Banker C. W. Morse seems to. 
be one instance where the most ingenious 
resort to technicality fails to open the pris- 
on doors. After all the other motions and 
appcals had failed and the petition to the 
President bad brought a tart refusal, .the 
latest effort to procure his release on the 
pleas that his sentence was iliegal and that 
he was in the wrong jail has been dismissed 
by Judge W. T. Newman of the Federal Die 
trict Court at Atlanta. 


The contention of his counsel was that- 


the utmost penalty for any count upon 
which he was convicted was ten years, and 
that as the fifteen years’ sentence had not 
been apportioned among the counts, but im- 
posed as a gross sentence, it was five years 
more than the law provided for, and that 
therefore the whole sentence was illegal. 
Judge Newman refused to exalt technicality 
above common sense. and ruled that it would 
be time enougn to ccnsider the alleged ex- 
cess of five years when Mr. Morse has com- 
pleted his ten years. 

On the other plea that ‘Sime was not sen- 
tenced to hard labor, but had been wrong- 
fully imprisoned in a penitentiary where the 
prisoners were compelled to labor, Judge 
Newman said he did not know of any peni- 
tentiary where the prisoners were not re- 
quired to do some work, and that, if there 
was such an institution, it was worse for 
the prisoners. It was not alleged that the 
former ice king is being overworked and, 
since the Atlanta institution seems to be as 
good as any, it was decided that he might 
as well serve there as elsewhete. —{[Pitts- 
burgh Dispatch. 

The Conviction of Reichmann, 
If Joseph B. Reichmann, ex-president of 


the Carnegie Trust Company, had not been 


convicted, it would have been hard to say 
in what circumstances the law in relation to 
banks and corporations could be enforced. 
It is dovbtless true that he did not person- 
ally profit by the illegal acts of which he 
has been found guilty. 
that he was brought into the Carnegie Trust 
Company under misrepresentations, and that 
his fault lay In resorting to unlawful meth- 
ods with the sole object of setting that de- 
bilitated institution on its feet again. 

But the facts against him were clear. In- 
deed, his very able counsel conceded prac- 
tically the entire case of the prosecution, 
and relied on bringing out extenuating cir- 
cumstances. It could not be denied that at 
the time that Reichmann swore that the 
Carnegie Trust Company had no contingent 
liabilities it had indorsed notes for $110,000 
held by the Nineteenth Ward Bank. It 
could not be denied that there had been a 
series of extraordinary draft-kiting transac- 
tions for the benefit of the Cummins group 
of companies, or that on August 31, the date 


for which the State Banking Department 


asked a report, the Northern Bank held the 
note of the trust company for $130,000. 

All the defense could do was to make ex- 
cuses, Reichmann; it was said, was not an 
expert banker; he relied on his subordinates 
for the accuracy of the report in which he 
concurred under oath; he was acting with 


the knowledge of the Banking Department 


and under expert legal advice. But the de- 
fendant was drawing $20,000 a year to fulfill 
the functions of an ‘expert banker and to 
keep himself informed as to what the trust 
company was doing. Some of the trans- 
actions, which the report denied, were proved 
to have been known to him, and the most 
cursory glance at that document would have 
told him that it was misioating-+( New York 
Times.

~The Southern States are making thorough /[ 
preparation to meet the increasing com- 
merce with the South American republics 
which the inauguration of the Panama Canal 
promises. Louisiana has already taken prac- 
tical advantage of the opening in a most 
businessiike way.

AND-GUN KING 

P. J. GORMAN PAYS VISIT TO THE 
CATALINA YELLOWTAIL. 


Notwithstanding Physical Defects 
San Franciscan for Fifteen Years 
Has Held Rifle and Revolver Rec- 
ords, and Won International Com- 
petition for the United States. 


P. J. Gorman of San _ Francisco, 
considered by revolver and pistol 


shots the “grand old man” of the 
game—and not so old, either—is in 
the city en route to Catalina, where he 
proposes to tackle a few yellowtail, 
being accompanied by C. W. Linder, 
also a celebrated shot, who formerly 
resided in this city, but for two years 
has been in San Francisco also. 

Gorman competes under a physical 
handicap that would seem prohibitive 
to even mediocre work, having but 
partial sight in one eye, and being 
somewhat crippled in his hands; but 
what sight he has seems to be of the 
gun-sight order, as he is credited with 
winning the international match for 
the United States at Bisley, Eng., in 
1908, when he scored 601 out of a pos- 
sible 600 on the international target, 
being the only contestant who equaled 
the 500 mark. 

He also holds the world’s record for 
fifty consecutive shots with the re- 
volver, 467, made under most trying 
circumstances, and made anotker 
world’s record of 477 with the target 
pistol, which was only recently broken. 
Gorman has made the possible of 100 
| with both pistol and revolver, and 
holds the 100-shot record of 923 out 
of a possible 1000 with revolver, and 
952 out of 1000 with pistol on the 
standard American target. 

Mr. Gorman is a member of the 
Golden Gate Pistol and Revolver and 
the Shell Mound Pistol and Revolver 
clubs of San Francisco; is ranked as 
the best pistol and revolver shot in 
the world on the outdoor range, and 
is a most formidable competitor in- 
doors, although his one good eye— 
which is not all a normal eye should 
be—interferes mostly with his indoor 
work. At that Gorman held the indoor 
record for a long time. 

Cc. W. Linder, who accompanied Mr. 
Gorman, is vice-president of the 
United States Revolver Association, 
and is trying to get the pistol shots 
of the Coast lined up so the hand guns 
can follow the example set by the or- 
ganization of the National Rifle As- 
sociation and secure Yecognition by 
the government, which will insure the 
development of the pistol and revolver 
to their uttermost points of efficiency 
as arms of accuracy and self-defense. 
Previous to the formation of the U. 8. 
Revolver Association, there was née 
set style of target, and no means of 
comparing individual ability under 
standard conditions; and there is yas 
much work to be done along this line. 

P. J. Gorman has been in the hand- 
gun game over fifteen years, and has 
ranked as champion all that time; he 
has seen other “champions” come and 
go, but seemingly he goes on forever, 
shooting better today than he ever 
did, and showing not the least sign of 
“going back|” He has studied the pis- 
tol and revolver as no other man has, 
and his proficiency !s not only a mon- 
ument to unusual natural aptitude, 
but the rightfully earnce( reward of 
much thought, theorizing and experi- 
mental proofs as few even of our gun 
cranks have either the patience or the 
ability to painstakingly work out to 
definite conclusions.

Baltimore, and when Mrs. Haffner 
asked if she should show the audience 


how to make the fillings yesterday at 


the lecture, there was a unanimous 


chorus of “Yes.” 
First, she made one of her delec- 


table sponge cakes. This is 


in reality a yellow angel cake, for It 
is quite as light and is made exactly 
the same, save that the yolks of three 
eggs are used in connection with the 


whites of eight eggs. More spectifical- | 


ly——the cookery lady never counts 
eggs, but measures them instead, 
which, as she says, is a more accurate 
Way. 


The icing, which was the feature 


of the day's lesson. was made ae fol- 


lows: One cup of granulated sugar 
to one-fourth cup of water, hot or 
cold. ‘You pour the water on the 


sugar, and allow it to stand while you 


are beating the whites of two eggs 
to a stiff froth. Then you place both 
the syrup and the white of egg on the 
fire, the latter in a pan over a pan 
of hot water. When the syrup boils 


up, you begin pouring it slowly tn a 
small stream upon the white of egg, 


beating the eggs all the while. This 


yau continue until all is incorporated 
and after removing from the fire un- 
til ft is nearly cool. For a Lady Balti- 


more filling you add to this icing nut

The right 
kind of a cake tin was in this 
instance, one invented by Mrs. Haf- 
fner, herself. It is a real invention, 
too, for by a sliding opening at the 


sides, you are enabled to slip a knife 


under the cake to loosen it from the 
tin, and thus prevent sticking or tear- 
ing. Aise there is.a- straight tube in 
the center of this pan, which makes 
it much more available than the usual 
kind with the tapering tube. 

The pancake recipe was for cakes 
made with bread crumbs.
